m issing. 
O aklelgh 
T horne, p resid en t of th e com pany, no­ 
tified a p riv ate d etectiv e agency and 
the police, but, not satisfied with th is 
he organized th e tw enty-eight m en of 
his office staff Into an am ateu r de­ 
tectiv e force and had 
them 
guard 
every railroad exit from th e city. Be­ 
sides d irectin g th e sleuthing of the 
clerk s u n d er him, Mr. T horne kept 
w atch over th e G rand C ental station 
fo r six hours. 
E arly Sunday m orning A. M. (As­ 
tran d and W. Black, tw o of th e am a­ 
te u r d etectiv es stationed a t th e G rand 
C entral statio n , stum bled on the m iss­ 
ing clerk ’s trail. 
T hey w ere w atching 
n e a r th e subw ay statio n 
w hen they 
saw M rs. Douglas, wife of th e m issing 
clerk, appear. 
She took a cab and the 
tw o clerks, follow ing In a n o th er car­ 
riage, she led them to th e H otel P o rt­ 
land, w here Douglas* a rre s t was ac­ 
com plished shortly afterw ard . 
D ouglas confessed and 
said 
his 
dow nfall w as due to speculation. 
The 
stolen bonds, he said, had been placed 
w ith a firm of b ro k ers to cover deals 
h e had m ade In th e m arket. 
T he sh o rtag e In th e acco u n ts of W 
D ouglas m ay reach $250,000. Douglas 
Is said to have confessed to Mr. Thorne 
a t th e tim e of his a rre st th a t he m ade 
aw ay w ith 150,000 In bonds and it is 
rep o rted th a t he m ade a w ritten con-; 
fession to Mr. T horne In w hich he ad­ 
m itted th e fetal value of th e bonds 
tak en by b irt w ill reach $250,000.
